Believed Death Roll in Montreal 


Catastrophe May Reach 100; 


Soldiers Are Rescued 


Montreal, Canada, Feb. 14. — The 


charred bodies of 38 
children 
had 


been recovered late tonight from the 
ruins of the Gray nunnery, which was 
destroyed by fire this evening. It is 
reared many 
more 
perished 
and 


searchers belie\e the dead may reach 
100. 


All the inmates or the building ex- 


cept the children are believed to have 
escaped 
They include nuns, nurs- 


ing sisters, wounded or sick soldiers 
from, overseas, aged, sick or crippled 
men and women to the number of a 
thousand. 


When the flames were discovered 


in the west wing-, 
the 
alarpi was 


quickly given and all those'able to 
help themselves fled to a place of safe- 
ty. The heroic nuns and nursing sis- 
ters strove valiantly to save the siok 
and wounded as well as the infants 
under their charge. 


The children were housed in the 


section of the building where the fire 
started, and the flames spread so rap- 
idly it was impossible to save them 
all. 
None or the soldiers suffered in- 


jury, however, although nearly 200 
of them were quartered in the build- 
Ing. 


, The ages^of the inmates of the nun- 


nery ranged from two to three days 
to almost a hundred years. Many of 
the babies who died in the fire and 
smoke were only a few days or a few 
weeks old. The eldeily inmates were 
housed in another section of the nun- 
nery and were not immediately men- 
aced by the flames.

ImpressUe Plea for Bolo. 


"When the Bolo Pasha treason, trial 


opened today, Albert Satilles, the at- 
torney for the 
Levantine 
financier, 


took the floor to make a final plea for 
Ins client's life. The crowd in 
the 


court room listened with spell-bound 
attention and with obviously greater 
sympathy than had been shown in 
the earlier days of the trial to the. 
lawyer's impressive speech. 


Following a brief exposition of the 


abhorrence generally felt at the charge 
of treason, Attorney Saulles declared 
the trial of Bolo Pasha had raised 
distinct doubts as to his guilt and that 
it was his (Saulles,) task to change 
them to a certainty of his client's in- 
nocence. 


Tho attorney 
then 
charged "the 


abominable pi ess campaign 
against 


Bolo" with being largely responsible 
for the almost general belief in France 
prior to the trial that his client Was 
guilty and added that hardly ten men 
convinced of his innocence could bo 
found in the country. 


Bolo Sought to Jb'ool France. 


Paul Bolo Pasha's court martial was 


one of the first of the so-called cases 
of "intelligence with the enemy" and 
came up for trial before the third 
court martial of Paris on February 4. 
Bole Pasha was charged with having 
capitalized the company that bought 
the Paris newspaper, Le Journal with 
money obtained from the Germans. 


Bolo Pasha was an inbtrurnent of 


German propaganda, one of the first 
to find exposure in the French inves- 
tigation of 3017, and his name lias 
come to be used as typifying the en- 
tire svstem of "Boloism" hy which 
Germany strode to break down 
the 


French morale and instill a desire for 
peace by spreading the idea that Ger- 
many could not be beaten and that it 
would be well to make the best terms 
posbible wTith her as soon as it could 


i be arranged. 


It has been charged that Germany 


in attempting to bribe the French 
statesmen and leaders and to influence 
French opinion by subsidizing newspa- 
pers in France or founding new pub- 


i hcations to disseminate the spirit of 
pacifism or defeat, devoted a sum of 
money in the neighborhood of 10,000,- 
000 marks.

Include $277,732,000 For Aerial 


Bombs, $100,000,000 For 


Storage Plants For Army 


Washir.gton, D. C., Feb. 14.—Prin- 


cipal items for the army in the billion 
dollar urgent deficency appiopriation 
bill favorably reported to the house 
today include $277,732,000 for bombs 
for airplanes, $100,000,000 for quarter- 
master's storage plants on the scacoast 
and at interior points, and $81,000,000 
for mountain, field, siege and other 
artillery in addition to the billion 
dollars already spent for ordnance and 
contract authorization.for $779,000,000 
additional. 


In asking for an appropriation of 


$100,000,000 for storage and shipping 
facilities with an authorization or 50 
millions more. Major Generol Goethals, 
acting quartermaster general disclosed 
that it Is proposed to spend from $-0,-. j 
000,000 to 523,000,000 enlarging the! 
Bush terminal at Brooklyn. The in- 
terior plants, the location of which 
were not given, will cost $CO,000,000. 


To complete the storage at Gov- 


ernors Island, N. Y., $2,000,000 is 
asked, while a storage house at Xew- 
ark, N. J., will cost $1,600,000. Storage 
houses already have ben built at Har- 
rison, N. .T., and Norfolk, Va. 


The bill also reveals that the army 


medical corps contemplates an aggre- 
gate of one million square feet for

It was a difficult assault. 


Tho artillery preparation lasted six 


hours and with tho aid of tho aviators 
it was ascertained that the enemy'a 
defensive positions, which were re-< 
markably strong, wero broken up to 
a. large extent. At 4:10 in the after- 
noon the order was given to the in-* 
fantry units to go over the top.

despite machine gun positions having 
escaped tho attention of American and 
French gunners.

heaviest encounter was in tho Cham- 
pagno legion, where, aided by Amer- 
ican batteries, which gave tho French 
"very effective Btir-port," the French 
have captured mid organized German 
trenches southwest of Butto du Mes- 
i.il. The German official communica- 
tion admits the "oss of this ground.

by way of New York. It was a result 
of the discovery of his manipulations 
of this fund through five New York 
banking houses that the New York 
state attorney general was able to ob- 
tain information that was forwarded 
to M Jusserand, the French ambassa- 
dor at Washington and which brought 
about Bolo's arrest in Paris.

The contention of tho railroad com-

Voeglin was at the throttle of an en- 
gine pulling a special train of passen- 
ger cars going north from Bingham- 
ton to East Worcester. It carried as 
passengers a. gang of laborers 
who 


were going to work on the construc- 
tion of a third track which

and Delanson. Through a misunder- 
standing of signals or train orders, his 
engine crashed head-on Into an engine 
bound towards Binghamton.

Washington.—One effect of the pres' 


ent rapid expansion of the American 
merchant marine is a sudden and un- 
precedented revival of business at cer- 
tain American ports which a few yes>rs 
ago were thought to have passed their 
zenith. 


Bath, Me., Is cited as nn example. 


In th» prosperous nineteenth century 
day* of sailing (ships Bath was the 
country's leading shipbuilding port. It 
declined steadily after the Introduc- 
tion of steel as a building material. 


Now Bath, building both steel and 


wood Teasels, is so prosperous that the 
housing of the workmen taking jobs^ 
there is a pressing problem. The same 
is tne of several other North Atlantic 
ports, -while In other sections ports 
are springing up where none existed 
before. 


Close observers of the present re- 


vival in shipping say" that before the 
United States shipping board's present 


j construction plan Is completed—a plan 
| by which a vast new merchant fleet Is 


i to b^ brought Into being—the develop- 
ment of American ports will parallel 
on a larger scale that -which took 
place in the "good old days of the 
square riggers." . 


In earlier times, as at present, every- 


body in a port touched by the pros- 
perity of seagoing was keenly inter- 
ested In shipping: Present-day secre- 
cy about contracts, sailings -and divi- 
dends, had its prototype In the secresy 
that enveloped such matters more than 
a hundred years ago, In a score of 
American ports, notably in Salerc, 
Mas*. 


In those days, we __are told, "rival 


merchants sometimes'drove the work 


I of preparation for voyages night and 
j day. Ships -which set out for fore! 
ports were watched when they sllppe 
their cables and sailed away by night." 


Personal Touch in Voyages* 


In those times there w.as a more per- 


eonnl tonch in voyages than now, as 
every man making a voyage -was al- 
lowed a certain space In the hold for 
goods of his own. People in the home 
port of a ship outward bound intrust- 
ed their savings to their 
seafaring 


neighbors for ventures In far coun- 
tries. 


This spirit of commercial adventure 


fs finding expression today on a larger 
and less personal scale, say the experts 
of the shipping board; and these stu- 
dents of conditions trace the present 
enthusiasm of the nation for seafaring 
tc beginnings in definite periods In 
which our old-time ports were at the 
height of their prosperity. In so do- 
Ing, they cite Salem as a good exam- 
ple of what a venturesome people may 
gain upon the sea. 


Salem at one time stood at the head 


at the cities of the United States in 
the vnlne of its imports. 


In 1812 It had 125 ships in the deep- 


water trade, and of these, 58 were 
Bast Indiamen. These vessels brought 
home cargoes of fabulous richness—- 
silks, indigo, spices, ivory and other 
products of the far Bast. 


There are old people living in Salem 


who remember when the city's ancient 
warehouses,were full of "hemp from 
Luzon, pepper from Sumatra, coffee 
from Arabia, palm oil from "the west 
coast of Africa, cotton from Bombay, 
duck and Iron from the Bpltic, tallow 
from Madagascar, salt from Cadiz, 
wine-from Portugal and the Madeiras, 
flgs, raisins and almonds from the 
Mediterranean; tras and silks from 
China; rum, sugar and molasses from 
the "West Indies; ivory and gum-copal 
frone, Zanzibar; rubber, hides and -wool 
from South America, whale oil from the 
Arctic and Antarctic, and the sperm 
from the South Seas." 


Pioneers in Commerce. 


Balcm ships were pioneers in open- 


Ing new routes of commerce. Salem 
merchants were the first to bring pep- 
per from Sumatra, rubber from South 
America and coffee from Mocha. The 
Salem ship Recovery, Capt. John' 
Ropes, WHS the coffee pioneer; and be- 
tween the landing of her first cargo of 
the fragrant berry in 1798 and 1803, 
Salem Imported not less than 12,000,- 
000, 
pounds of Mocha coffee. 


Salem men were perhaps no more 


active than other American deep-water 
sailors of the period but their records 
were better kept 
They abound in 


stories of their1 adventures. 


Eramining the causes of Salem's 


great fame won upon the sea, a recent 
historian of the merchant marine found 
that It was "not in her harbor nor in 
hei/store of shipbuilding timber. . . . 
It was Salem men. . . . Americans 
of the Americans who built up» the ro- 
mantic commerce that left no sea un- 
vlsited, no land unexplored. . . . 
Their business required Iron will and 
iron nerve, a noble imagination, belief 
In themselves and In their fellow man." 


The case of old Salem, and of the1 


newer ports now flourishing under the 
impetus of the country's present com- 
mercial expansion, convinces the mari- 
time specialists that the quality which 
won In both cases is a constant one, 
being nothing less than American en- 
terprise.

Seven Ounces of Bread Daily Lim- 


it Except to Hard Workers. 


Sacrifice Accepted by French Pieple 


Uncompl«!nlnj!y on Government's 


Explanation of Necessity. 


Washington.—Only the Tery poor, 


and men and women doing the hardest 
kind of manual labor, may have more 
than seven ounces of war bread a day 
In Prance, from.' now on, t!.e United 
States food administration has been 
advised by the French government. 
The entire French wheat crop haa 
been requisitioned by the government. 


This sacrifice has been accepted by 


the French people uncomplaining^ on 
the government'!! explanation that only 
by such restriction can American re- 
enforcements be transported In ships 
that otherwise would carry grain for 
their bread, and that, in addition, this 
grain for French bread can come from 
America only by virtue of the actual 
saving of this grain by reduced con- 
sumption of bread by the American 
people. 


"These extremely serere measures," 


said the French statement, "especially 
the seven ounces a day, have deeply 
impressed public opinion." 


Men who are very poor, or who do 


hard manual labor get about 21 ounce* 
of bread a day; women who are very 
poor or "who nre employed on hard 
work get about 17 ounces a day; every- 
one else gets seven ounces, which is 
less than half of a pound loaf, or not 
more than four or five slices. 


• This bread Is made of flour compris- 
ing all the elements of wheat except 
bran, with a heavy admixture of flour 
from other cereal grains, which Is 
obligatory. 
• The price of bread Is fixed by vari- 
ous government agencies all along the 
JLine between producer and consumer. 


Baking of pastry or biscuits from 


flour that Is fit for bread Is prohibited. 
Confectioneries and other such shops 
are closed two days a week. Eating 
pastries In public is forbidden. 


WOMEN CUT OUT THE SWEETS 


"Do Their Bit" In Conservlng^the Na- 


tion's Food Supplies at 


Ashland, Wis. 


Ashland, WIs.—In order to "do their 


bit" in conserving fhs nation's food 
supplies the •women's advisory com- 
mittee of the Ashland defense council 
has adopted resolutions asking nil 
women to abstain from the use of Ice 
cream, candy, sweet drinks and confec 
tions in which beet or cane sugar Is an 
Ingredient. Women's societies, which 
have been accustomed to serving re- 
freshments, nre no longer doing so nn- 
less the refreshments have been made 
according to recipes approved by the 
advisory committee.
